The im perative n eei of burning every­ 
thing that cannot be thoroughly disin­ 
fected which a searlet-fever pa’ient has 
used is fully illustrate*^ by the following 
incident when that dread disease was un­ 
doubtedly communicated by a book which 
had been carefully laid by for twenty-six 
years. 
The Boston Past says: In 1846 a 
boy of 8 years, the brother of the narrator’s 
wife, was taken down with scarlet'fever 
and died, 
t >ne of the principal amuse­ 
ments of his illness had been looking over 
a large picture book. A fter his death this, 
w ith several other useful playthings, was 
packed away in a trunk. 
Twenty-six 
years later, in 1872, the sister-in-law of 
the editor took tuis trunk with her on a 
journey which she made to England, 
where he was then residing. 
The trunk 
was opened the second 
day 
after its 
arrival and the picture book was taken 
out and presented to the editor’s two-vear- 
old son. 
During the next fortnight the 
little fellow was attacked by scarlet fever. 
It was a wonder to the doctors who were 
calle*! in consultation how the disease had 
!>een contracted, as there had been no 
scarlet fever in the town for years. 
At 
last it occurred to the editor that the pict­ 
ure hook might have transm itted the dis­ 
ease, and the medical men in attendance, 
on being told the facts connected with it, 
agreed th at it had retained the poison for 
twenty-six years and communicated it to 
the child.

W a s h in g t o n , August 9th.—Acting Land 
Commissioner Stone to day issued an im ­ 
portant circular to all Registeis and Re­ 
ceivers, respecting the irrigation survey. 
After quoting the law, be says: 
“The object sought to be accomplished 
by tbe foregoing provision is unm istskable. 
The water sources and arid lands that may 
be irrigated by a system of national irriga­ 
tion are now reserved to be hereafter, when 
redeemed to agriculture, transferred to the 
people of the Territories in which they are 
situated, for homesteads. The Act of Con­ 
gress and common justice require they 
should be faithfully preserved for these de­ 
clared purposes. The statute provides that 
ail lands which may hereafter be designa­ 
ted or selected by a geological survey as 
sites for reservoirs, ditches, or canals for 
irrigating purposes, and all lands made 
susceptible of irrigation by such reservoirs, 
ditches, or canals, are, since the passage of 
said Act, absolutely reserved for sale as 
property of the United States, and shall not 
be subject after the passage of the Act. to 
entry, settlement or occupation, until fur­ 
ther provided by law; or the President by 
proclamation may open said lands to set­ 
tlem ent. Neither individuals nor corpora­ 
tions have the right to make filings upon 
any lands thus reserved, nor can they be 
permitted to obtain control of lakes and 
streams that are susceptible of uses for ir­ 
rigating purposes. 
“You will, therefore, immediately cancel 
all filings made since October 2, 1838, on 
such sites for reservoirs, ditches, or canals, 
for irrigating purposes, and all lands that 
m ay be susceptible ot irrigation by such 
reservoirs, ditches, or canals, w hether made 
by individuals or corporations, and you 
will hereafter receive no filings upon any 
snch lands. 
“This order yon will carry into effect 
without delay."

W a s h in g t o n , August 9th —The Deputy 
Second Comptroller has rendered a decision 
with relation to the purchase of fuel for 
officers of the Engineer Corps that is likely 
to create considerable of a stir in that 
favored branch of the m ilitary service. As 
is well known, the arm y regulations pro­ 
vide that officers shall be supplied with 
wood for domestic purposes at the rate of 
$3 per cord. 
It is also provided that the 
wood shall be purchased through the Quar­ 
term aster's Department. It seems that for 
years past members of the Engineer Corps 
bave made it a practice to • ignore the regu­ 
lations to a certain extent, and purchase 
wood for the officers of that corps out of 
the appropriations made tor rivers and har­ 
bors. 
It is not clear w hat reasons can be as­ 
signed tor the practice, but it is irregular, 
and will have to be discontinued. 
It has 
been suggested that officers who indulged 
in the practice may claim they were so sta­ 
tioned that it was impossible for them to 
draw their wood allowance from the Quar­ 
termaster, and, therefore, they were com­ 
pelled to use the most convenient means to 
supply themselves with fuel; but, on the 
other hand, the Deputy Comptroller holds 
that under no circumstances have engineer 
officers the right to expend the money ap­ 
propriated for rivers and harbors for the 
purpose above named. 
H e bolds tbat Congress provided methods 
by which officers of the arm y are to be sup- 
Íiiied w ith fuel, and it is a violation of the 
aw for them to do otherwise. 
Snch prac­ 
tice, if continued, m ight sap away all the 
appropriations made for the im provem ent 
of certain streams. 
In future the Engineer 
Corps will have to draw its allowance of 
wood through the regular channels of serv­ 
ice—the Q uarterm aster’s D epartm ent.

esting. 
H e says the offerings were placed on the 
m arket May 24th, and although the higher 
grades were superior to those of 1877, the 
prices were considered too high, and only 
positive orders were filled. 
The m arket closed March 15, 1889, with 
a large stock on hand. 
Of those teas 
sent 
to 
the 
United 
States, 
2,327,861 
pounds were Oolong and 
Pou Chong, 
1,226,057 pounds compounds of Congou 
and Souchong, 45,585 pounds of Orange 
Pekoe, 11,150 pounds of Flowery Pekoe. 
The Consul says the reckless buying on 
tne part of some merchants early in the 
season enabled the Chinese dealers to real­ 
ize the extreme pyofits. The late profits to 
the Chinese were not large, and they com­ 
bined to prevent tea being brought in from 
the country. 
The foreign dealers cannot so combine. 
Reckless buying continued until it brought 
disaster upon some, and but few firms can 
call the season a profitable one, yet all say 
tbe demand for first-class Foo Chow teas 
must continue to exist, no other teas being 
able to supply their places.

W a s h in g t o n , August 9ih.—Maurice Ad­ 
ler, who was shot in the neck on the night 
of June 13th last, by Frank K. W ard, still 
fives, and to day an operation was per­ 
formed on L’m. 
It is a most rem arkable 
case. His body has been almost completely 
paralyzed ever since the shooting, and he 
has often been spoken off as the “ man 
with a live head on a dead boly." 
He has 
lingered for more than eight weeks, and 
seems to be no nearer death now than on 
tbe day of the shooting. 
To-day the patient was placed under the 
influence of chloroform and an incision 
about three inches long was made down 
the vertabr;e over the course of the wound, 
which was found to be entirely healed. On 
cutting down upon the spine it was found 
that the spinous prociss of the fourth verta- 
bra- was fractured and had been driven 
against tbe spinal cord, which it was press­ 
ing upon and had lacerated to the extent of 
three fourths of an inch. 
THe spinous process and the lam una' 
were removed and the pressure was then 
taken from off the chord. The patient was 
much easier afier the operation.

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FAMOUS PEARL FISHERIES. 


THE EHOBMOÜS MEXICAN PEARL IN 
THE SPANISH REGALIA. 


S om e o f th e R ichest G etns of the W orld j 
Found Off the Southw estern Coast 
of the A m erican C ontinent.

Like all foreigners who come to these 
fisheries, we expected when on the spot to 
secure bargains in the beautiful gems— 
such as, for instance, a hundred-dollar 
pearl for twenty dollars, but, like the rest 
of our compatriots and predecessors, we 
were doomed to disappointment. Not 
only are the poorest people of La Paz fully 
aware of the value of those “frozen tears,” 
to the minutest carat, but in most cases 
they put a fictitious price upon them, aud 
one can buy better gems, well set, for less 
money, in New York city than here 
where they grow. 
For a thousand miles around the coasts 
of Lower California, pearl oysters are 
found in detached beds, intercalated, at 
intervals—but the best shells lie within 
the 250 miles of shallow water extending 
between Cape San Lucas and the bay of 
Mulege, on the eastern side of the penin­ 
sula.For more than 300 years these fisheries 
have been in the possession of private 
families, by virtue of grants from the 
Spanish crown, given soon after the con­ 
quest. And so it happened that the pride 
of the Spanish regalia is an enormous 
Mexican pearl, weighing 100 carets, which 
is brilliant yet, though stolen from the sea 
long before the Napoleonic invasion. This 
most conspicuous ornament of a royal 
crown was secured near Loreto, by a Yaqui 
Indian, who went down nearly naked, with 
no apparatus but a heavy stone to assist in 
a rapid descent, a sack slung around his 
neck to contain the finding®, and a long 
knife, carried in his teeth for defense 
against sharksand the dreaded black “man- 
eaters;” and up lie came with this loveli­ 
est and most perfect of pearls grasped in 
his dusky hand. 
An ancient law portioned the fisheries 
into four zones, wherein the pearl-oysters 
were carefully cultivated, only one section 
being worked at once. About four years 
ago the Mexican Government, incited or 
bribed thereto by interested parties, 
UPSET THE OLD REGIME. 
Proclaiming the principle (for which it 
cares not a fig! that the benefits of a free 
Republic should be open alike to Ameri 
caD or African, Turk, Russian or Chinese, 
the Government—for liberal considera­ 
tions—annulled the time-honored grants 
and leased the fisheries anew to the high 
est bidders. These happened to be Messrs. 
Gonzalez & Ruflb, Mexican gentlemen who 
have commercial houses both in La Paz 
and the City of Mexico, and they obtained 
a “ concession,” whereby, for a period of 
sixteen years, they have exclusive rights 
to t he best grounds—those around tire 
Islands of La Paz ai;il Espíritu Santo. 
Their right includes the very cream of the 
fisheries, extending a distance of five kil­ 
ometres around each of said islands, they 
being obliged by the terms of the contract 
to place buoys to indicate the limits, and 
to employ at least two-thirds Mexican 
labor. 
The rent paid by them goes into the 
Mexican Treasury through the Custom­ 
house of La Paz—§8 per ton for all the 
shells they fish up during the first three 
years whether they eontain pearls or not) 
and $10 per ton during the remainder of 
the contract time. As ali the pearl shells 
that can possibly be obtained sell readily 
at $10 or $12 per hundred pounds, these 
alone pay the rent and the entire cost of 
the fishing, leaving the pearls for clear 
profit. Though the Government realizes 
handsomely on the renting of these islands, 
the lucky firm is amassing colossal fortunes, 
without the risk of danger to themselves. 
The divers, who are mostly Yaqui In­ 
dians from the State of Sonora, across the 
gulf, are engaged by the fortunate few who 
now monoplize the fisheries, some on the 
“grub stake” plan, as practiced by North­ 
ern miners—that is, they are paid a cer 
tain percentage of the result of their 
labdft, and nobody else is allowed to take a 
single pearl-shell from these waters. 
LOUD MURMURS OF DISCONTENT 
Are heard all around the California coast> 
and especially among the old-time fishersi 
for this encroachment on their ancient 
rights. They claim that unless the Gov­ 
ernment puts some limitary clause to its 
concessions, the fis^^ies will be ruined 
irretrievably because the fields will be 
overrun, and the real germ® if the industry 
—the delicate mother-of-pearl, destroyed. 
The latter, from which springs the pearl- 
oyster, is a small shell, seldom more than 
two inches long, composed of layers of 
pearl fabric. The careless divers crush 
these germs with their leaden shoes—and 
espe< ially is this the case when they are 
working on percentage aud trying to secure 
a large quantity of oysters regardless of 
consequences. 
The firm of Gonzalez & Ruflb send to 
Europe every year from fifty to eighty 
thousand dollars worth of pearls. Their 
house of general merchandise in La Paz, 
wholesale, retail and commission, is con­ 
ducted after the manner of Mexican mer­ 
chants who keep every reliable commodity 
tinder one roof, from silks to pickled 
shrimps, molasses and hardware, saddles, 
wines, artificial flowers, etc. 
Nearly every poor little shop or tienda, 
whose entire stock in trade might be toted 
«IT on a wheelbarrow, will bring ont of 
some dark corner to a possible purchaser, 
a little pasteboard box of pearls, or a few 
rare beauties tied up in a rag, for which 
they want a moi-t exorbitant price. I 
know a man—an ignorant boor, who prob­ 
ably .never hail in his life what would be 
considered at the North a full “square 
ineat"—who wears in the front of his soiled 
calico shirt three magnificent pearls, large 
as good-sized peas, [>erfectly matched in 
size and color. He says it took years of 
search to find the tliree precisely alike, 
aud that he has 
REFUSEt> SEVEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
For the -et. A foolish man, 1 think you 
will all agree, when 81,000 would set tip 
for life a Mexican of his class. 
They tell us that the best year of 
modern times at the fisheries was that of 
1881—though why the gems should lie 
more plentiful at one time than another 
none can tell. During that year manv 
were obtained of extraordinary size anil 
great value. Among them was a black 
one weighing 28 carats, which sold in 
Paris for ter. thousand dollars. In 1882 an 
extremely lucky diver, named Napoleano 
Savin .vund two treasures, weighing re­ 
spectively 31 and 45 carats, which to- 
fether brought eleven thousand dollars, 
hiring Is S3 several notable specimens 
were found. Among them was a light 
brown pearl, tleiked with darker shades, 
which weighed 65 carats, and sold for eight 
thousand dollars. Another found by Savin 
was pear-shaped, white, shot with dark 
specks—which weighed 44 carats, and sold 
for $7,500. Those were all sent to Europe, 
and marketed there by Messrs. Gonzalez & 
Ruflb. In the same year one Pablo Hi­ 
dalgo, a small merchant of La Paz, bought 
of an unknown Indian, for ten dollars, an 
oval-shaped pearl, for which he received 
in Paris the sum of *5,500. It was a light 
sandy color, of surprising luster, and 
weighed 32 carats. White peat Is—the 
kind we are most accustomed to seeing— 
are not considered of as much value, here 
or in France, as the brown, gray or speck- 
.led ones. Black pearls are stili more valu­ 


able, and pink ones most valuable of all. 
As is well known, Mexican pearls com­ 
mand higher prices in Europe than those 
from any other country except India. The 
Californian gems are generally small aud 
irregular in shape, but unequaled for dur­ 
ability and possessing a luster no others 
can show except the peerless conchas of 
the East Indies. Paris is the great pearl 
market of the world, and about all the 
competition that exists is confined to a few 
French houses, which, with commendable 
enterprise, have agents at La Paz and 
Mulege, who buy up the jiearls as fast as 
found. It seems a strange indifference on 
the part of the United States to treasures 
so easily within her reach—not to mention 
the merchants of England and Germany— 
that France is permitted to secure all 
these first hand, and then to sell them to 
the United States, England and Germany 
at an enormous advance on the original 
price. 
It is difficult to approximate 
THE ACTUAL WORTH OF THESE FISHERIES, 
Because the fishers themselves place a 
mere nominal value on the pearls before 
sending them abroad, in order to lessen 
the duties thereon. Thus a superb gem, 
which when first torn from the red band 
of the coral reef will be sold to the agent 
for $500, will bring ten or fifteen times 
that amount in Paris. The annual yield 
of all the gulf beds i, estimated as worth 
about $250,000, while three times that 
amount would more fully represent their 
real value. Messrs. Gonzalez & Ruflb alone 
ship from $80,000 to $100,000 worth every 
year.The profit of the fisheries is by no means 
limited to the pearls themselves. The 
poorest of the shells sell in La Paz for 
from eight to twelve cents per pound, 
while in Europe, where their beautiful 
lining is 
worked up into buttons, 
knife handles, etc., they bring from 
twenty to thirty cents per pound. 
Many of the finer shells are shipped to 
San Francisco, where as mother-of-pearl, 
they find ready sale for from two to five 
dollars a pound. The entire gulf coast 
has been noted for centuries for the in­ 
finite variety of its conchological beauties, 
but those of the pearl regions are most 
highly prized. Some of them are fully fif­ 
teen inches across and marvelously beauti­ 
ful when polished. One may find them in 
the shops of San Francisco with birds, 
flowers and landscapes elaborately carved 
upon them. I bought a single pair of 
pearl-oyster shells—about four inches 
across, slightly polished—in La Paz, for 
which I paid two dollars, and a good bar­ 
gain on my part it was considered. 
The meat of the pearl oyster is also 
made profitable. Though unsalable in 
the American market, the leathery little 
bivalves are eagerly bought by Chinamen, 
who ship them to China or to San Fran­ 
cisco, dried or sealed in cans. Those 
SCIONS OF THE FLOWERY KINGDOM 
Who reside hereabouts are mostly engaged 
in the most unsavory occupations of dig­ 
ging and shipping guano from the gulf 
islands, where sea birds have been depos­ 
iting it for ages. Though not courageous 
enough to make successful divers, the 
Celestials are much given to the seciet 
practice of those ingenious tricks by which 
pearls that are partly artificial are pro­ 
duced in China and Japan. The beautiful 
gem that has been so prized in all ages of 
the world is, after all, only carbonate of 
lime mixed with organic matter—the re­ 
sult of some lesion endured by the oyster, 
its solidified tear of suffering. Hence, an 
injury is often purposely inflicted by in­ 
troducing small stones, shot or bits of 
gravel between the shells, and then the 
poor oyster is “put to bed” again to wee] 
its precious tears at leisure. This process 
is said to produce great quantities of pearls, 
but they are always of inferior luster and 
durability. At certain seasons of the vear 
the pearl oysters rise to the surface, where 
they lie with open mouths enjoying the 
sun. This is the pearl-maker s opportunity, 
and from time immemorial the Chinese and 
Japanese fishermen have been in the habit 
of throwing into the open shells strings of 
tiny beads, made of mother-of-pearl, which 
become encrusted in the course of a few 
months and look exactly like the real 
pearls. When the curious process is sup­ 
posed to have lieen completed, the oysters 
are drawn up and robbed of their treasures. 
The truth of this statement is not only 
confirmed by many travelers, but is the re­ 
suit of numberless experiments. Professor 
Fabricius tells us that he saw several Chi­ 
nese chamas, the shells of which contained 
iron wire covered with pearl. The wires 
had once been sharp, and the oysters— 
with more sagacity than we are accus­ 
tomed to give that creature the credit of 
possessing—had pro ceded to blunt the 
torturing points by encrusting them with 
organic matter.

REMARKABLE SUCCESS OF INVESTI­ 
GATIONS BY NAVILLE.

C. J. Ironmonger, of Fresno, an old 
“ snake-charmer,” claims to have handled 
thousands of venomous reptiles and to 
have been bitten forty-nine times bv'rat­ 
tlers while catching them, handling them, 
or performing with them in public. A 
Fresno reporter, who lately asked him 
what remedy he used for snake bites, got 
the following answer, which we clip from 
the Ib-publican: 
“ I put an ounce o', ammonia into a two- 
ounce vial, then I add a dozen or so eaves 
of the mistletoe. The leaves soon dissolve 
and the liquid becomes of a reddish color. 
Put eighteen or twenty drops of this liquid 
into a tumbler half fall of water and drink 
it as soon as you can after being bitten. 
Then drink a pint of whisky. After that 
you must wait fifteen or twenty minutes, 
and if you feel no signs of inebriation, re­ 
peat the dose; but the moment that yon 
feel the effects of the whisky, drink" no 
more, hut you may take another dose of 
the ammoniasal liquid.

The two large July gatherings held in 
London, England, by the Victoria Institute 
are oonsidered to have been of much im­ 
portance. The President, Sir G.G. Stokes, 
Bart., President of the Royal Society, took 
the chair at both, and on each occasion the 
members crowded the large hall engaged 
to the doors. At the first meeting, Pro­ 
fessor Sayce’s account of his examination 
of the library brought by Amenophis III. 
from Assyria to Egypt thirty-four cen­ 
turies ago, was given. The Lord Chan­ 
cellor delivered an eloquent speech on the 
occasion, and M. Naville, the discoverer of 
Succoth-Pithom, Bubastis, and other places 
of great historical importance in Egypt, 
characterized the discovery described hv 
Professor Sayce ;is one of themost important, 
and perhaps really the most important, 
of this century; and the Victoria Institute’s 
members were not slow in recognizing the 
value of their fellow-member’s work. At 
the second meeting, the members assem­ 
bled to welcome M. Naville on his arrival 
in England after his discovery of the site 
of Bubastis, and his exploration thereof. 
Tte business of this meeting was com­ 
menced by the election, as members, of 
several who had applied to join the Insti­ 
tute as supporters, including His Excell 
ency Count Bcrnstortl, and several Austra­ 
lian and American associates, after which 
M. Naville himself described his own dis­ 
coveries at Bubastis, for the first time in 
England—his last visit to England having 
been previous to those discoveries. The 
Society of Arts having most kindly placed 
their apparatus at the disposal of the 
Victoria Institute, he showed, by lime­ 
light, the photographs he had made ou the 
spot.M. Naville commenced bv quoting the 
prophecy of Ezekiel against Egypt, be­ 
cause it contained the names of the lead­ 
ing buried cities, the recovery of the re 
cords of which he is so desirous to obtain ; 
and here we may tie permitted to digress 
for a moment to call attention to the fact 
that the authoress of the last published 
work in regard to the East declares that 
this prophecy had not been fulfilled ac­ 
cording to the prophet’s words. Strange 
that the greatest and most successful Egvp 
tian explorer of modern times should go 
to this very prophecy for light to enable 
him to find that which others had failed to 
discover ! Taking the last city named, he 
described how he found I’ibsseth-Bubastis, 
how each day’s excavating work brought 
him new relics, new inscriptions ; how he 
found Rameses II., in the nineteeth dy­ 
nasty, had, as usual, blotted out the names 
of previous Pharaohs, and put his own 
name on everything, even on the statue of 
a Pharaoh of the fourth dynasty; and 
now, by careful comparison, aided by the 
fact that Rameses II. had not been quite 
thorough in his appropriation, he had dis­ 
covered which Pharaoh of the fourth dy­ 
nasty the statue represented. 
He came to the conclusion that Bubas­ 
tis was founded at least as early as in the 
reign of Cheops, between whom and Pepi, 
of whose influence there were traces, 500 
years intervened, 800 years after there 
was a transformation of the city in the 
12th dynasty; in the 14th dynasty there 
was the invasion of the Hyksos or Shep­ 
herds, who from the statues of great beauty 
found, and from other evidences, must 
have been a highly-cultivated people, who, 
he considered, must have come from Meso­ 
potamia. Dr. Virchow considered that 
their monuments represented Turanians, 
and Professor Flower considered them to 
represent people of a Turanian or Mongo­ 
loid type, but that did not mean that the 
population itself was Turanian. Their 
worship and language was of a Semitic 
type, but the statnes of their kings 
showed that they were not Semites. M. 
Naville added: “It was then what it is 
still now; and I believe that the conquest 
of Egypt by the Hyksos is not unlike 
what would happen at the present day if 
the population of Mesopotamia overran 
the valley of the Nile; you would have 
masses, in great majority of Semitic race, 
speaking a Semitic language, having a 
Semitic religion, and being under the 
command of Turks, who are not Semites 
but Turanians.” 
M. Naville, having referred to the head 
of a Hyksos King, which he had sent to 
the British Museum, added that he had 
found two statues of Apepi, the Pharaoh 
of Joseph, and inscriptions in regard to 
the Pharaoh of the Exodus, ana many 
others of high interest. But it would be 
impossible to refer to the mine of interest­ 
ing matter in this paper, and we can only 
congratulate the members of the Victoria 
Institute on possessing it; it is certainly 
worth the whole year’s subscription to 
possess this one paper. M. Naville, in 
concluding, said : “I cannot dwell at great 
length here on the events of the Exodus, 
yet I should like to mention that the suc­ 
cessive discoveries made in the Delta have 
had the result ol making the sacred narra­ 
tive more comprehensible in many points, 
and in one especially in showing that the 
distances were much shorter than was gen­ 
erally thought. I consider, for instance, 
it important to have established that Bu­ 
bastis was a very large city, and a favor­ 
ite resort of the King and his family. It 
is quite possible tbaijBt the time when the 
events preceding the Exodus took place, 
the King was at Bubastis, not at Tanis, as 
we generally believed.” 
Sir George Stokes, Bart, having con­ 
veyed the thanks of the members to M. 
Naville, a short discussion took place, dur­ 
ing which Captain Francis Petrie; ilie 
Honorary Secretary, pointed out that what 
Professor Sayce’s paper had done as re­ 
gards Assyrian and Babylonian history, M. 
Naville s had done as regards Egyptian 
history. They were papers advancing the 
practical work of the Institute in investi­ 
gating philosophical and scientific ques­ 
tions, especially any questions used by 
those who unhappily’sought to attack the 
Bible in the name of Science ; and both 
would appear in the Journal, which would 
lie presented at the Institute's rooms, 1a, 
Adel phi Terrace, to all members and asso­ 
ciates who were now on the list, or who 
might apply to join after the 10th of July.

AN INFORMATION PABTY. 
H ow a P arty M ay H ave L ots o f Fun and 
Learn Som ething. 
[From Good Housekeeping.J 
As informal parties are so pleasant and 
it is always desirable to have a little some­ 
thing new in the way of entertainment, I 
want to tell you about an information 
party. There were four girls staying in 
the house, and by asking eight more and 
twelve men we had about the right num­ 
ber. Very informal notes were written in­ 
viting the guests to an information party,

SEND THE GUARDSMEN TO CAMP. 


A portion of the N ational G uard of 
this brigade jurisdiction goes into a camp of 
instruction in a few days for one week. It 
is greatly to be regretted th at the encamp­ 
m ent can not lie extended to two or three 
weeks. 
The encouragement of the N a­ 
tional G uard ought to concern every good 
citizen, since the maintenance of a well- 
disciplined m ilitia is one of the most im ­ 
portant of public concerns. 
It stands be­ 
hind our civil rights and lies at the very 
footwall of the protection we are able to 
afford ourselves from domestic turm oil or 
foreign assault. 
There is a disposition in 
some quarters to estim ate the National 
Guardsm an a play-day 
soldier, but a 
graver -mistake could not be made, and no 
diligent or intelligent student of our his­ 
tory ever falls into that error. 
T he Federal Governm ent encourages 
the disciplining of the m ilitia w ith great 
liberality and persistence; it sends out 
officers to aid in the drilling of the Guard 
and invites the citizen soldiers to camp 
w ith the schools of instruction in summer 
camps held for the regular forces. 
New 
Y ork has established a perm anent camp 
for her Guardsmen, to which the various 
regim ents can go at their convenience dur­ 
ing any portion of the spring, summer or 
autum n. 
The State of Pennsylvania has 
also provided splendidly-equipped grounds 
for her troops, and supplies money w ithout 
stin t for th eir training, equipm ent, and 
th e maintenance of the organized m ilitia 
in a high state of efficiency. 
M ichigan, 
Iowa and Pennsylvania have invited regu­ 
lar troops to camp with their militia-men 
this summer, for purposes of instruc­ 
tion to the latter, and the invitations have 
been accepted. 
In this State, two such 
practically joint camps have been held, 
and the Federal authorities are solicitous 
to further encourage such meetings. There 
can he no question that greater harmony 
lie tween the m ilitia and the regular service 
is being brought about by such action, and 
by the solicitude the regular arm y officers 
are showing to render the m ilitia organiza­ 
tions all possible assistance and instruction. 
T his is a very pleasant tendency and 
onght to be encouraged, for the benefits of 
even a few days of camp life to the Guards­ 
man are very great, and the value of the 
knowledge acquired is to the State im­ 
measurable. 
It is to be hoped that as large a number 
of Guardsmen will go to the coming en­ 
campment as is possible, and that it will 
be possible for every enrolled man to go. 
T he position of Guardsman is a proud one. 
I t ought to inspire every officer and private 
w ith a high sense of the value and the 
strength of American citizenship, and 
should be considered a sacred trust, to lie 
honorably held and faithfully accounted 
for. 
Employers should be solicitous th at 
the Guardsmen 
in 
their employment 
go to the camp. 
Instead of interposing 
objections and suspending their wages, 
they should stim ulate the men to attend. 
T he mere vacation will better them as 
workers, and serve the ends of the em­ 
ployer quite as much as those of the m ili­ 
tiaman. 
It is to be hoped that there is no 
employer so shortsighted as to deny to 
Guardsmen in his employment tlic meager 
six days of rest from work, for change to 
the camp life and new scenes and atmos­ 
pheres is rest of the mast valuable char­ 
acter. 
W e want in this country no large regu­ 
lar force. 
A large standing army is at war 
w ith the very thought of a republic, and 
all good citizens greet w ith approval all 
the checks th at are interposed to the 
periodic attem pts to increase the regular 
forces to the proportions of a large army. 
But we do need, constantly ready, a well 
disciplined m ilitia. 
For it we must trust 
to the patriotism and self-sacrifice of the 
citizens who enter the N ational G uard. 
T hey enroll themselves at no little discom­ 
fort, and give many hours each week of the 
year to the duty of the armory and the 
drill-room, and much of their earnings to 
the maintenance of the companies and 
regiments. 
They labor under the stim u­ 
lation not only of a commendable pride 
tinged with pardonable vanity, but they 
stand ready at any moment to leave em­ 
ployment, home and their duties to family, 
to serve the State at her call to protect our 
Uves and projvertv, and to stand for the 


any foe. 
Shull we deny these men the 
little tim e they ask in the heat of the 
summer, in which to receive instruction in 
the duties to which they are liable to be 
called in the field ? W e trust th at no such 
denial will be m et by any man of the 
G uard.

OF PEESS ASSOCIATIONS. 


The San Francisco Alta California says; 
The R ecord-U nion welcom es the Press Asso­ 
ciation w hich is to m eet soon in Sacram ento. 
T hat paper does not underrate th e im portance 
of cuch a m eutiag. The country press is an in­ 
dispensable elem ent in the advancem ent ol the 
State, and its thorough orgaoizaXion should be 
prom oted and encouraged. 
W hich is true. 
But the country press 
is difficult' to move in the m atter of or­ 
ganization, since our distances are great 
and the demands ujxjn th e tim e of news­ 
paper m en leave but sm all margin for 
leisure. 
There are about one hundred and 
forty journals of C entral and N orthern 
California th at should be enrolled in the 
Association. 
To date, however, not one- 
half of these have united w ith the new 
society, which is only advisory in charac­ 
ter and disturbs th e independence of no 
journal. 
There is looked for, however, a 
large accession of mem bership on the 
assembling ol th e body in September. 
There is every reason why th e newspaper 
men should fraternize more than they do, 
and a chief motive for it should be th e ar­ 
riving at better methods of advancing the 
development of the State and prom ot­ 
ing its general industries. 
B ut there 
are reasons also relating directly to the 
calling, both of a business and a social 
character, th at should induce confraterna! 
mingling of the men whose vocation it is 
to labor upon the “ exponents of public 
opinion.” 
California is not backward in 
this m atter of Press Associations, and is 
coming abreast with most of the progress­ 
ive States. 
There are firmly established 
societies of that order in Alabama, A rkan­ 
sas, Massachusetts, Ohio, Colorado, Con­ 
necticut (2), Dakota, Indiana (3), Florida, 
Georgia (2), Illinois (2), Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Tennessee,i Lousiana, Maine, 
Maryland, 
M ichigan 
(2), 
Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Missouri, M ontana, Nevada, 
New H am pshire, New Jersey, New York 
(4), N orth Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
island, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Hocking Valley, Baltimore, Boston, San 
Francisco, Wyoming, 
W isconsin, W est 
V irginia, Southern California, N orthern

SEEDED SANITARY REFORMS. 


DEATH LUBES IN CELLARS THAT ABE 
UN VENTILATED. 


Slagle Methods of Disposing of Garbage 
and Disinfecting Cesspools — The 
Deadly Coal Oil Can. 


T h e A rgentine Republic is m aking a 
strong bid for im m igration, and has gone 
so far as to establish agencies in the U nited 
States to solicit our people to em igrate to 
the South American section and grow rich 
and prosperous w ith scarcely an effort. 
The San Francisco Bulletin sounds a note 
of warning, and points out th at the Argen­ 
tine Republic does not present a tith e of 
the advantages for cither rich or poor th at 
our country offers. W e are convinced th at 
this is timely advice. 
There is no need to 
leave the U nited States in order to pros­ 
per. 
The nation now inviting our people 
has not been w ithout its troubles, and it is 
not now in a condition to make it a spe­ 
cially inviting place in which to achieve 
fame, acquire a fortune, or found a home. 
There is little or nothing in the social 
conditions that are inviting to the N orth 
American. 
The soil of the States of the 
Republic is not superior to ours, and but 
little of it is as good. 
T he business 
methods in th at country are dissim ilar 
from ours, and the industries pursued are 
carried on in a way th at im m igrants will 
find strange and ill-fitted to th eir training. 
The monetary affairs of the country are 
not inviting, the clim ate does not compare 
with th at of California in salubrity, and 
the m ercantile and commercial business 
of the great cities is in the hands of those 
who are not, as a rule, friendly to th e peo­ 
ple of the U nited States. 
W hile the 
A rgentine Republic has much of prom­ 
ise before it and is a progressive section as 
progress goes in South America, and 
its 
resources 
are 
varied 
and 
great, 
it is not a country th at can invite im mi­ 
gration from this coast, w ith any just claim 
of advantage to th e im migrant. 


R a t h e r a good h it th at which the Alta 
makes on its rival, the Examiner. 
The 
Alta had some pleasant commentary on a 
Japanese Prince who was to arrive on the 
steamer due last Saturday. 
N ot to be 
outdone, the Examiner printed on Sunday 
an elaborate interview with the Prince. 
U nfortunately for its enterprise, the Ex­ 
aminer did not have some one look sharp 
to the fact of the arrival of the steamer, 
and as a consequence its paper went to 
press four hours before the vessel arrived 
in San Francisco bay, she having been de­ 
layed outside some hours.

stated th at he was interviewing the Ja p ­ 
anese Prince, his “ Highness” was far at 
sea, and wholly unaware of the existence 
of such a sheet as the Examiner.

T h a t a child can be convicted of a fel­ 
ony in this State, as was done in San F ran­ 
cisco this week, and there he no other pro­ 
vision for him than the State Prison, or 
the suspension of sentence indefinitely, is 
not a pleasant reflection.

the lad been sent to the State Prison for 
the grand larceny he committed, he would 
in due time emerge from th at institution 
an accomplished crim inal. 
T hat is one of 
the methods we employ in this State of 
keeping up the supply of the outlaw class 
—by imprisoning the tyros in crime along 
w ith the hardened offenders. 
In the case 
in question the Court suspended sentence, 
and hence one child may be saved from 
prison contam ination. 
We shall hope for 
something better when the Preston Indus­ 
trial Reform atory is ready for occupancy.

signed in w riting this article staoTs out 
w ith the idea th a t he w ill not m ake any 
new friends, as the subject is som ething 
like the Commandments said to be given 
to us by Moses. 
As Jews and Christians 
we know them well, yet they have to be 
repeated constantly, and not even then are 
they observed, but are constantly violated. 
Sanitary laws are very much the same, 
but people do not even know the causes 
doing harm to them , although generally 
well-informed in other m atters. There are 
things so simple th at a child will compre­ 
hend the danger if properly pointed out. 
Take for instance th e danger attending a 
person using a coal oil can, from which the 
liquid is poured to start the fire in the 
stove rapidly. 
H ardly a week passes but 
one may read of the young and aged being 
sacrificed, and yet, by using some old fat 
saved from the kitchen, and placed upon 
paper, fire can be started w ithout the 
slightest danger. 
N ot only that, the 
petroleum can be used also, if poured out 
in a tin cup away from fire and then 
poured upon th e fuel. 
O ther methods 
could be used w ith the same liquids, hut 
space is not perm itted here to point out. 
It ought to be more generally known 
th at the gaseous m ixture or vapor of the 
oil w ith the oxygen in the air is the main 
cause of the explosions. 
This m ixture ig­ 
nites at a lower tem perature than gun­ 
powder, and is, besides, drawn toward the 
fire, owing to air currents produced, conse­ 
quently when th e cans (and this includes 
your lamps) are nearly empty yon hold in 
your hand a far worse explosive than a 
certain quantity of ordinary gunpowder, 
which at least would be handled with some 
caution. 
Knowing this, keep your lamps 
always filled, and pour out away from fire 
certain quantities of the hydrocarbon to 
be used, and no explosion will follow. 
In 
connection w ith this there may be consid­ 
erable danger lurking to those who find 
pleasure upon our river. 
An exceedingly 
volatile hydrocarbon is used for fuel in 
the propelling of a certain small craft. 
This liquid, when ignited, is not put out 
by water, but will burn upon i t ; therefore 
the person in charge ought to be provided 
to counteract the danger, and ought to 
possess some knowledge regarding the fuel 
used, or pleasure may be turned to great 
sorrow to not a few in this city. 


AS REGARDS SANITARY MATTER, 
M an may not have such a swift dealing 
enemy before hito, but as the danger is not 
even suspected often he may have a far 
more subtle one. 
In the house, ajid about 
it, some precautions may be taken, costing 
little trouble or expense, if regularly car­ 
ried out. 
One of the simplest agents to destroy 
germ-life, plainly speaking, is boiling-hot 
water in sufficient quantities poured into 
sinks and w ater closets if the drainage 
pipes are suspected. 
By the use of such 
chemicals as caustic potash, red lye, and 
sulphate of iron (green vitriol), the tem per­ 
ature can be increased, besides taking the 
part of a disinfectant in the cesspool. 
If 
sulphureted hydrogen is present in the 
sink caustic potash or red lye is one of the 
very best reagents to neutralize the most 
disagreeable smell. 
T he fact is th at even 
new houses are liable to be charged w ith 
ill-smelling odors, if certain precautions 
are not taken. 
W herever it is possible to 
keep larger quantities of water out of a 
sink in w hich some vegetable has been 
boiled containing sulphur, less the smell 
will be. 
N early all pungent vegetables, 
roots, garlic, etc., contain more or less 
sulphur, which, combined w ith two atoms 
of hydrogen, produces sulphureted hydro­ 
gen. 
One great source of danger In a house to 
breed or aid certain ailm ents lies in the 
basement, in which frequently, without 
proper ventilation or light, all sorts of or­ 
ganic m atter is piled to decay. 
The germs 
propagated very often do more harm than 
if a person had to sleep in an apartm ent 
surrounded w ith poisons not of a volatile 
nature. 
The physician frequently may 
there find lurking the source of danger 
that puzzles him not a little. 
Those per­ 
sons who know our city well must have 
noticed th a t the cellars of our principal 
streets are not as pure sm elling as they 
ought to be. 
Some require the removal of 
the rotten wood or floors and» filling up 
with dry sand. 
Others require dry sand, 
lime, charcoal, etc., for they have been 
used for worse purposes. 
Plenty of air 
ought to press through them and light ad­ 
m itted. 
W ithout air or oxygen, such a 
cellar m ust be called suspicious to health. 
Some people think 
because there are 
wooden floors over the excavations below, 
it is safe, but gases find their way through 
the smallest apertures. 
In other words 
ventilation, as in the butcher shop, is the 
safeguard to m eat as w’ell as man and 
anim al. 
The w riter recollects 


TWO YOUNG LIVES LOST 
In 1883-84 in ju st such a house, resting 
almost entirely upon the soil, w ith no 
ventilation whatever below. 
It was mostly 
through ignorance th at those half-grown 
children were probably sacrificed. 
All 
houses erected ought to have ventilators in 
in every closet. 
The cost is just the same, 
and the basement onght to have apertures 
through the brick foundation, besides the 
usual latticework or ojienings, and plenty 
of them too. 
^ 
In the disposal of kitchen refuse, etc., 
the following is suggested to keep the a t­ 
mosphere about th e house pure: 
1. Taking away every day by some per­ 
son and cleaning the vessels w ith m ilk of 
lim e as a cheap reagent. 
2. Burning direct in a cftoking-stove, or 
in large houses, in suitable furnaces. 
3. Burning when dried by the aid of our 
powerful sun and dessicating air, say sim­ 
ilar to hav or leaves. 
The first requires no further explana­ 
tion, blit such substance should never lie 
utilized in the filling up of some lot upon 
which some personi may build a dwelling- 
house. 
The safest, w ithout doubt, is to re­ 
duce to ashes. 
As there is a tendency to construct im ­ 
mense structures in large 
cities, why 
would it not be more profitable to 


BURN ALL SOLID MATTER OR REFUSE 
R ight in the house every day, and thus in 
winter-time when the house m ust 
be 
heated, add fuel to the flame ? 
T hen only 
a few ashes will be removed. 
Second—Any fam ily using large oook- 
iDg-stoves can add the vegetable matter, 
inclusive of fats and meats, when there is 
a good fire, and when the water is driven 
out the organic m atter burns like wood. 
If the substance boiling on the stove has 
been raised to th at tem perature the time 
in cooking will not even be increased. 
There must lie a good fire or plenty of live 
coals and no attem pt made to overcrowd, 
which, of course, wouid produce uncon­ 
sumed carbon or smoke. 
T hin!—In this city in many localities 
there is so much vacant space, and the sun 
is so powerful in summer, that if vegetable 
m atter is simply strewed about like hav it 
will, in a short tim e, be sufficiently dry to 
burn, like leaves, and can thus be disposed 
of every week hy burning. 
If, however, the kitchen m aterial, often 
mixed with meat, be left in some back 
yard, heaped up in vessels, to become 
putrid, and be infested with noxious plant 
' animal life for weeks, w ithout re- 


germs from the breeding-place have been 
wafted into the house fit th at of the 
neighbors and there fastened itself upon 
some young hum an being, much loved, 
but yet neglected in not doing our duty 
properly or at the proper time. 
Call this 
exaggeration o r not, but at the present 
age many of these diseases are known and 
others suspected to be caused by genus of 
either plant or animal. 
Going further away from th e house, as, 
for instance, the alleys, we there often find 
small anim als in a putrid state poisoning 
the atmosphere. 
I f the city official in 
chaise is not interested to take it away 
simply dig a pretty deep hole near a shrub 
or tree, cover with dry road dust o» char­ 
coal from your stove and cover up and you 
are rid of the smell, as well as having 
caused some benefit to the plant. 
If the 
anim al became defunct by some epidemic, 
this is not safe. 
Then the carcass ought 
to be burned, and it is far the safest if all 
epidem ics to which man is subject were 
treated in the same manner, for then the 
future generations could rest more assured 
in th eir health from such attacks. 
Future generations will look to the pre­ 
ventions far more than the cure. -A t pres­ 
ent we are ju st commencing. 
To those in ­ 
structed with certain duties not carried 
out as designed the laws will deal less 
lenient, because the consequences in neg­ 
lecting the duties will then be far better 
known than at the present, and therefore 
far more severely punished. 
Considerable more m ight be added in 
behalf of sanitary m atter, but the quan­ 
tity brought forward has already gone be- 
youtid your lim it. 
For the preservation 
of our health and the good name of our 
city not too much has been said. 
A t any 
rate let us all be on the safe side in taking 
the necessary precautions, w hich lie more 
in extra labor performed than large sums 
of money expended.

A FIRE NEAR CASCADE DESTROYS A 
MILE OF SNOWSHEDS. 


T lie T e le g ra p h S ta tio n B u rn e d a n d L in e 


D e s tro y e d —A M ile o f T ra c k 
L a id L a st N ig h t. 


W hen the overland express train which 
arrives tere at 10:10 p. m., and departs at 
10:30, pulled into the depot on a side track 
last night and seemed to be in no Lurry 
about leaving, a R e co b d U n io n reporter set 
about m aking inquiries as to the cause 
thereof, and learned that, owing to a fire in 
the snowsheds near the Sum m it, no trains 
would go out over the Centra! Pacific line 
before morning. 
It appears that shortly after noon a brush 
fire broke out near the vicinity of Cascade 
Station, about twenty miles west of the 
Sum m it, an i before sufficient help could 
be mustered to fight it away from the snow­ 
sheds the latter took fire. 
The fijuies 
rushed through the dry sheds w i'h grep 
rapidity toward the telegraph s'ation."" 
W ater trains and men were telegraphed 
for and sent from b -th sides of the fire, 
and after a hard afternoon's battle the 
11 tines were subdued. 
Not, however, until 
about a m ile of snowsheds, track aud tele­ 
graph line had been burned. 
As the fire 
destroyed the track in its progress, those 
going from this side weie grea'lv handi­ 
capped in fighting it, as the water train 
could not approach the flim es. 
And on 
the eastern side the sheds were so filled 
with smoke as to be suffocating to the fire­ 
men, while the heat was almost intoler­ 
able. 
The fire therefore pushed its way uo to 
the station, burned the telegraph office, 
and was checked only when it had reached 
within 190 yards of the bridge beyond the 
station. H ad that structure been destroyed, 
it would have been several days before 
trains couid pass that point. 
A special train was sent out from here, 
in charge of Assistant Division Butkhniter, 
with large gangs of track-iavers, telegraph 
builders, carpenters and laborers, to repair 
the damage as soon as pissible. 
As the 
rails are all warpsd and the lies burned 
for a distance of about a mile an entirely 
new track will have to be laid. The work 
of removing the debris is in itself a tedi­ 
ous job, and yet the railroad officials here 
expect to be inform ed' this m orning that 
the track is ready for iraius. 
At last ac­ 
counts the railroad company liad a large 
force of men fighting the fire in the brush 
and timber, with a fair prospect cf prevent­ 
ing further ravages. 
A dispatch from Truckee was received 
by Division Superintendent W right in the 
afternoon, announcing the dispatching oí 
a water-train from that point. The tele­ 
gram had to go by way of Ogden to K an­ 
sas City, M o, thence to Denting, N. M , 
and around by way of Los Angeles and 
San Francisco to Sacramento.

FARM AND ORCHARD. 


HORSES NEED WATER AS %UCH A8 
THE FARMER. 


T ak e C are of th e P í f l - A » Effective 
E le ctric F e n c e —SetTie In te re stin g 
F a r y d N ote». 


The weather is now very hot and op­ 
pressive, and tin farmer should remember 
his noble servant, the horse. 
The nervous 
system of a horse is quite as excitable as 
th a t of a man, and the hot sun has a very 
great eifect upon 
the nervous system 
which is otntereil in the brain and spine. 
T he head and neck are the more suscepti­ 
ble parts of the body, and a horse should 
be protected by som ething from the ac­ 
tions of intense heat upon these organs. 
This is not all, for the flies are very tor­ 
menting to the horse, wearying him and 
exciting his nervous system and often 
causing him to become fretful and un­ 
ruly. 
T h e farm er could, at a very little cost 
and trouble, secure a w h ite cloth o f some 
kind and fasten it to th e harness, and let 
it hang over th e back loosely, w ith large 
tassels at th e front corners to dangle about 
th e legs. 
T h is w ould be a m ost effective 
safeguard against these torm enters. 
A ll 
horses dread 
th e bot-fly, bu t some are 
worse th an others. 
I t is very bad to have 
to w ork hard and a t th e sam e tim e be in a 
co ntinual dread of these flies. 
T hey are 
easily k e p t in check, and m ay be ex term i­ 
nated if every farm er or ow ner of horses 
would, w hen th e horses come in, w ipe off 
th e eggs w ith a sponge m oistened w ith 
kerosene 
oil. 
In fact, th e 
legs and 
shoulders should be w iped w ith such a 
sponge before tak in g th e ’horses out to 
work. 
T hom as W . B aird, w ritin g to th e Prairie 
Farmer, says th a t an o th er th in g too m uch 
neglected 
by farm ers is w atering th e ir 
horses. 
“I know farm ers who do not th in k 
a horse needs w ater before going to work 
in th e m orning, or at noon. 
It is very 
h ard for a liorse to w ork 
w ithout w ater, 
and especially so these h o t days. 
H ow 
w ould th e farm er th in k he could stand to 
h av e two d rin k s these long, h o t days ? 
I t 
is ju st as bad for th e horse. 
If th e farm er 
would provide w ater in th e field for th e 
horses, and give th e poor, tire d beast a few 
m inutes’ rest and a d rin k every tim e he 
d ran k w ater him self, it would be far better 
for th e horse th an th e trouble would cost. 
N o t only would such treatm en t be h u ­ 
m ane, b ut it is th e d u ty we owe our beasts, 
and it w ill also pay well in th e saving 
o f horse-flesh and also th e b etter work 
done. 
“T he farm er should, as far as possible, 
feed cooling food in th e h ot season. 
B ran 
and oats ground are not so h e atin g as corn. 
G reen fodder carried to th e barn is b e tter 
th a n com pelling tired horses to w ork for 
th e ir Support half th e uight. 
I see farm ­ 
ers tu rn th e ir w ork-horses out at n ig h t to 
graze, and have done so m yself, b ut do not 
lik e th e plan, for th e horses are m ore 
stu p id and lifeless th a n w hen k ept in th e 
stable. 
B u t w hen th e horses are k ept in 
th e stable and fed good cooling food, th e 
stables should be k ept clean and nice, for 
th e strong odor of th e stable encourages 
th e pernicious stahle-flies, w hich keep th e 
horses kicking all n ig h t. 
H ow m uch rest 
is it to th e horse, if he has to fight flies all 
th e tim e ? 
H ave th e doors and windows 
o f th e stable protected w ith wire-gauze or 
m osquito-net frames, to keep ou t flies. 
“W here th e farm er lias to work m ares 
w ith colts, th ey should be m ore careful 
not to o verheat or overw ork them ; th e 
colts w ill suffer th e m ost from it through 
th e m ilk. 
“ Bran-m ashes, no t too 
wet, are very 
nutrititio n s, laxative, h ealth fu l and cheap 
food lor all horses. 
D on’t forget a daily 
allow ance of salt, given in th e feed, or on 
th e green fodder ; it is a sure preventive 
of colic and bloating. 
I have fed my 
horses on green fodder th is sum m er, anil 
th ey have done w ell.” 
TAKE CARE OF THE FIGS. 
It is wisdom on th e p art of a nation if 
it observes th e m axim , “ In tim e of jieace 
prepare for war.” 
A pp ly in g th is m axim 
to th e farm er, regarding his pigs, it w ill be 
w ise if he look to it th a t h is sw ine have 
shelter d u rin g th e sum m er. 
Arid especi­ 
ally is this im p o rtan t w hen fall w eather 
sets in . 
H ogs are seriously dam aged by 
spending th e ir n ig h ts in a wet nest, even 
though th is be in sum m er, for th e n ights 
get cool, and m ore or less of a ch ill sets 
in. 
E ven in sum m er, sw ine rise from a 
w et nest coughing. 
I t w ill be observed 
th a t pigs are never seen carry in g wet 
sftaw to th e ir nests. 
T hey know b etter 
th a n to do this. 
Y et they will sleep in 
th e w et if you deprive them of th e op­ 
p o rtu n ity to do b e tte r; 
not otherw ise. 
T h e hog, d u ll as he is supposed to he, is 
considerate of h is own h ealth and comfort, 
m ore so by far th an m any sw ine-owners 
show 
them selves 
to 
b e .' 
T he 
hogs’s 
stom ach is sm all, and 
it 
is not wise 
to coniine him to grass alone, if we desire 
th a t a good gain be m a d e ; and w ithout 
such gain, it is far better th a t no hogs be 
allow ed upon th e prem ises, and no sort of 
farm stock w ill pay for rearing and fatten ­ 
ing if kept otherw ise th an in a m arket­ 
able or very near a m arketable condition 
from th e start, 
i f hogs are k ept a t « k s-, 
and th is is th e p roper place for them , crfeap 
sh e lter should be provided, not in one place 
alone, for b ut few, not to exceed h a lf a 
dozen, should nest together. 
A ll th a t is 
required of a sum m er sh elter for sw ine is 
th a t it tu rn water*%nd th a t so com pletely 
th a t th e nest is kept dry. 
T his division 
of th e herd insures th a t th e droppings lie 
not all deposited in one place. 
I t also 
enables those th a t are inclined to “go to ­ 
geth er,” to have th is privilege, unm olested 
by th e fractions m em bers, and th ere are 
such in all herds. 


AN ELECTRIC FENCE. 
They are building wire fences on some 
of their extensive ranches on the plains 
and charging it with electricity by a sta­ 
tionary engine. 
The S'orthuest gives an 
account of a trial of such a fence in C ar­ 
son county, Kansas : “t>n Saturday a party 
had a demonstration of its effectiveness. 
On one side of the fence stood some dozen 
or fifteen steers, on the other stood one 
alone. 
H e undertook to break through 
and go over to the m ajority. 
He had no 
idea lie was tackling a buzz saw when lie 
struck that smooth wire fence. 
W ell, sir 
he jum ped like he was hit at once by forty 
million hornets, and with his tail coiled 
over his back he wheeled and only struck 
the ground in high places. 
Then the fif­ 
teen made a dash to join and follow him. 
One by one they rubbed that electric fence, 
and as fast as they did they jumped’ 
bawled, kicked, wheeled and sailed off as 
though they had urgent business at -the 
north pole and only had a few hours in 
which to make it. 
That electric fence is 
a stunner—it i f the eighth and greatest 
wonder of the world. 
N ot one of these 
cattle was hurt, but not one of them will 
go near th at fence again.” 
FARM NOTES. 
A dust bath for the fowls is one of the 
essentials of success with poultry. 
O rdi­ 
nary road dust does w ell; hut ashes should 
lie avoided as being too caustic. 
Colman’t Fura/ World says our countrv 
will never be so prosperous and happy as 
when it shall he divided into small farms 
and millions Of toilers shall literally sit 
under their own vine and tig tree. 
The 
agricultural editor of the Iowa 
State Register will give * 10,000 premium 
for a m ilking machine that will milk a 
cow as safely, as speedily and as effectually 
as a strong and vigorous six months bull 
calf. 
Horses, in warm weather, should be 


worked 
carefully. 
They should have 
plenty of rest in the heat of the day. 
Nothing is gained by overwork and over­ 
heating. 
One or two drinks of water in 
the forenoon and afternoon will be as 
good for the horse as for his master ; but a 
good many masters do not think of thist 
Says Cassius M. Clay of Kentuckv, who 
is authority oti the mutton breeds of sheep: 
“We can grow as good mutton on our blue 
grass and ir. our Western States as they can 
grow in England. 
But I will say that 
mutton is the most delicate flesh w*eat 
and more quickly influenced in flavor by 
what the animal' eats. 
We can’t make 
good mutton on weeds and grass.” 
If you have any cows th at are about to 
“come in,” and they are naturally heavy 
milkers, as you value th eir lives do not let 
them run on rich pasture, and if they show 
signs of falling off' in flesh, then feed laxa­ 
tive food and cooling foods, w ith plenty of 
fresh water and shade. 
These are the 
cows th at fall victim?, to milk fever, and 
prevention is th e only sure cure. 
T h e Swiss m ethod of slau g h terin g cat­ 
tle seems a t once hum ane and practical. 
A mask of iron fits th e skull closely and is 
buckled on. 
In th e cen ter is a steel b ar­ 
rel ten inches long, in w hich a 38-caliber 
cartridge is placed. A steel needle projects 
outside. 
W h en all is in readiness a tap 
on th e projecting needle w ith a ham m er 
discharges th e cartrigde, w hich pierces the 
center of th e b rain and lodges in th e 
spinal m arrow , producing 
in stan t 
and 
painless d eath. 
T he anim al is in stan tly 
bled. 
W h ere sw eet corn is used in th e fam ily 
or sold in th e m arket, th e stalks on w hich 
it is grow n should he pro m p tly cut and 
fed to th e cow s; th ey are b etter fodder 
th a n th ey w ill ever be again, and all th e 
b etter if a few im perfect nubbins rem ain 
on th e stalk. 
Som e farm ers foolishly save 
these for seed, leaving th e stalks to dry up 
as they grew, and th e nubbins are all 
yielding little corn, an d th a t poor. 
O nly 
th e largest and earliest ears should be 
saved for seed, if th e value o f th e variety 
is to be m aintained. 
O ats are undoubtedly ex h au stiv e to th e 
soil. 
T h e grain is a strong grow er and 
hardy. 
I t w ill m ake some kind o f a crop 
on poor land. 
B u t it w ill take m ore of 
n itra te and phosphate from th e soil th an 
any o th er grain excepting w heat. 
Oats, 
how ever, are valuable feed for alm ost any 
kind of stock. 
T hey are especially good 
for young grow ing anim als ; and if th e 
farm er keeps enough of these he can feed 
his oats tit hom e at b etter prices, including 
th e m anure, th an he can get for th e grain 
in th e m arket. 
I t is n ot th e d ep th of tillage, h u t its fre­ 
quency th a t m akes th e crop. 
K eep th e 
surface m ellow, an d if th e previous p re­ 
paration of th e soil has been w hat it should 
be, it will not need deeper tillage d u rin g 
th e grow ing season. 
W ith soil rich in 
vegetable m atter th e re is alw ays som e de­ 
com position going on d u rin g h o t w eather 
th a t keeps it som ew hat porui. 
I f th ere is 
danger th a t th e soil w ill become clodded 
it is due to lack of vegetable m atter and 
to plow ing w here th e lan d is saturated 
w ith w ater. 
If such he th e condition of 
th e subsoil, scarcely any possible deep cul­ 
tiv a tio n can fit it for. grow ing a crop th e 
present season. 
If it is not, th an deep 
cu ltu re is not needed. 


W hy N o t? 
A bout ten m iles beyond St. T hom as th e 
locom otive w histled an alarm , slackened a 
b it an d th en p u t on full steam , and we felt 
a bum p clear hack in th e last coach. 
A s 
soon as th e tra in could he checked and 
backed up to th e highw ay crossing we all 
piled ou t to ascertain 
th e trouble. 
A 
woman 
about 40 years old, h a t off and 
h a ir flying, was pick in g some parcels out 
of th e grass, and a m an of about th e sam e 
age sat on th e ground starin g about him in 
wonder. 
In his left h an d lie held a pipe 
and in his rig h t a paper of tobacco. 
H e 
had been crossing th e road w ith his team . 
One horse lay dead in th e d itch and th e 
o th er was lim ping off down th e road,w hile 
th e wagon was sm ashed to kindlings. 
T he 
wom an g ath ered up five or six parcels and 
started off after th e lim ping horse, never 
speaking a word, and by an d by th e hus­ 
band slow ly filled h is pipe, h u n ted around 
for a m atch and lig h ted it, and as he got 
to his feet to follow th e wife th e conductor 
q u e rie d : 
“D idn’t yon see th e train com ing ?” 
“O f course,” was th e q u iet reply. 
“T hen w hy d id n ’t you hold u p ? ” 
“ D idn’t you see m e com ing? 
O f course 
you did. 
T h en w hy in th u n d er d id n ’t you

Have you ever seen a 'possum farm ? 
If you have not, take the first train and 
come to Griffin. 
You will never regret it. 
A few miles west of Griffin is the home 
of William Throckmorton. 
Mr. Throck­ 
morton is the proprietor of the most unique 
and remunerative farm in Georgia. 
It is 
the “Lime Creek ’Possum Farm." 
On the very crest of a well-wooded hill 
is a comfortable cottage surrounded by 
beautiful shade trees. 
At the foot of the 
hill is a pretty branch, running through 
the very center of a ten-acre persimmon 
grove inclosed within a high board fence. 
The persimmon trees are interspersed with 
a quantity of old hollow trees and hollow 
logs planted in the ground. 
It was in the early afternoon when we 
arrived, and to the uninitiated the farm 
appeared to be an immense fruit orchard 
bearing an oblong, whitish sort of fruit 
hanging from the dead limbs of the trees 
by a-long black stem. 
But appearances 
were deceptive. 
It was not fruit, but be­ 
tween seven and eight hundred ’[lossums 
taking their afternoon siesta. Our party, 
the guests of Messrs. W. J. Kincaid and 
Seaton Grantland, who are, by the way, 
interested in the farm, were somewhat 
unacquainted with the habits of the Geor­ 
gia ’possum, and consequently plied ques­ 
tion after question to our higluy amused 
hosts. 
I now consider myself an expert on 
the 'possum, and here is what I learned and 
saw : 
The ’possum, when desiring to take a 
nap, simply climbs the most convenient 
tree, walks out on a limb, wraps his tail 
one and a half times around and swings 
his body out into space. 
His legs and feet 
are drawn close into his body and his 
head drawn up between his shoulders 
until it forms an almost jierfect hall and 
ap|>ears to he a great pear covered with 
white fur. 
The sun was slowly setting below the 
dstant pine mountains and we were still 
gazing at the queer objects in amused 
wonder when a half-dozen little ’possoms 
emerged from the pocket of their mother, 
ran up her tail and commenced playing on 
the limb above. 
In a few minutes this 
marsupial stretched her head and then her 
forefeet out. She swung herself once or 
twice, grabbed her tail with her forepaws 
and climbed up into the limb, which she 
caught with her claw, untwisted her tail 
and pulled up. 
Hardlv had she balanced 
herself when the half-dozen young ones 
climbed into her pocket and were hid from 
view. 
She then climbed down the tree. 
W hile this was going on more than 700 
others had awakened, and were coming 
down from the trees. Kestciiing theground 
each one made for the creek, drank, and 
then ran up the hill to a pen in which 
they were to be fed. 
They were of all sizes. Some would 
barely weigh half a pound, while others 
would tip the scales at thirty. The ’pos­ 
sum, when hungry, utters a sound which 
is a cross between a mew and a inoan. 
Over seven hundred ’possums were to­ 
gether so thick that the ground could not 
l>e seen between them, and the small ones 
had been forced upon the hacks of the 
larger. 
All were uttering this peculiar 
sound, reminding one of an army of sol­ 
diers moaning over the death of their Gen­ 
eral, when through a gate a nearo pushed 
a wheel-barrow, heaping full of all kinds 
of trash and slops—consisting of fruit peel­ 
ings, vegetables, meats, bones and bread.

of 
feeding-time 
in

menagerie. 
The 
little 
ugly 
animals 
screamed, 
and scratched, and hit at one another until 
the negro had scattered the contents of 
the 
wheelbarrow 
over 
the 
ground. 
Then, although it was well scattered, all 
wanted to eat in one place, just like 
hogs, and there was considerable more 
scratching and bitiDg. 
But this did 
not last long, for the rations were soon con­ 
sumed by the great drove of ’possums, and 
they commenced to disperse, seemingly 
contented, and this time climlied the per­ 
simmon trees. 
During the persimmon season the ’pos­ 
sums are not fed at all, for it is on this 
fruit they become rolling tut and ready for 
market. 
Mr. Throckmorton will probably ship 
five hundred to Eastern points and the 
cities throughout Georgia this winter. 
They will average him one dollar each, 
and he makes quite a good thing out of it, 
as they are practically no expense to him. 
In shipping to Atlanta and Georgia points 
they are generally dressed, but the ma­ 
jority go to Washington and are shipped 
there alive. The large shipments to Wash­ 
ington are perhaps due to the average 
Southern Congressman'! 
fondness' 
for 
“baked ’possum and ’taters.” Congressman 
Stewart, who comes from Griffin, and Con­ 
gressman Barnes, of Augusta, are per­ 
haps 
the 
most 
inveterate 
’possum 
eaters in Congress, and it lias already 
leaked 
out 
that 
these 
two distin­ 
guished Georgians have ordered two dozen 
of Mr. Throckmorton’s finest and a couple 
of bushels of sweet potatoes to be sent to 
them at the Metropolitan Hotel next 
Christmas. 
It is supposed they intend 
giving an old-fashioned Georgia ‘possum 
bake, complimentary to, the Democratic 
minority in the Fifty-first Congress. 


H ig h S p eed on R a ilro a d s . 
There are many things connected with 
high speeds on railways which tax the 
ingenuity of locomotive engineers to the 
utmost. 
The lines have to be made strong 
enough to withstand the heavy blows of the 
locomotive, for the other portions of the 
running plant arc l«|jjit in comparison. A 
railway train at sixty miles an hour may 
be compared to a huge projectile, and sub­ 
ject to the same laws. 
The momentum is 
the product of the weight of the train 
multiplied by the square of the velocity in 
feet per second; and if we allow a train of 
120 tons, traveling at a speed of sixty 
miles an hour, then the work required to 
bring it to a stand-tiil would l>e 14,400 
foot tons exerted through one minute, or 
nearly a thousand liorse-power, which 
gives some idea of its destructive force if, 
unhappily, it should come into action: and 
yet this terrific i>ower is so entirely under 
command that the strength of a child 
turning the ^mall handle of the vacuum 
brake can bring the train to a stand in a 
few seconds.—Chamber's Journal.

S a n F r a n c is c o , August 9th.—The 6teamer 
A ustralia arrived to-day and brings news 
of a revolution at Honolulu. 
On Tuesday, July 30th, Robt. W. Wilcox, 
w ho was a Hawaiian Government pupil 
at Italy, led about one hundrid armed men 
over the palace walls from H ike Like 
street, at 3 o’clock in the morning. 
Only the usual guard was on duty at the 
tim e, and he could not offer any resistance. 
A guard was put in charge of the main 
Governm ent buildings, which 
contains 
sundry public offices. 
The King was asleep at H onukahn, the 
Q ueen’s private residence, and he was no­ 
tified by telephone by one of the na­ 
tive women at the palace. H e notified 
Vice-Chamberlain Robertson, who, with 
th e King hurried to the Royal boat-house, 
which were made their headquarters. 
Lieutenant Robert Parker took charge of 
the palace with twelve household guards 
and refused to surrender to Wilcox. There 
was a hurried consultarion of the members 
of the Cabiuet, and it was decided to de­ 
m and W ilcox’s surrender. 
Foreign repre­ 
sentative?, wishiDg to avert 
hostilities, 
wanted to wait on Wilcox, but were ad­ 
vised not to do so. 
Minister Damon made a demand for 
their surrender, but W ilcox refused to re­ 
ceive any communication from outside of 
the wall. 
In the m eantim e the H onolulu Rifles re 
ported at their arm ory and notice was 
issued to all able-bodied male employes of 
the Government to report to M arshal'Safer 
for duty. Sharpshooters were posted in 
the Opera House, which commands a view 
of the front of the palace. 
A private of the 
Rifles was seized by the rebels and dis­ 
arm ed. 
W hile this was being done a shot 
was fired from the palace yard. Then the 
firing became general. The rebels then 
turned the field pieces in the yard on the 
besiegers, but were only allowed to fire a 
few sbots, for as soon as they came to serve 
the guns they were fired at by the sharp­ 
shooters. 
During the skirm ish Robert Boyd, W il­ 
cox’s lieutenaut, was wounded. 
At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the Gov­ 
ernm ent buildings were taken possession of 
by the H onolulu Rifles. 
A detachm ent ot the marines on the 
steam er Aflame took a position to protect 
the American interests. Shooting at inter­ 
vals continued until 4 o'clock this after­ 
noon, during which lime great excitement 
prevailed. 
All the saloons were closed bv the Mar­ 
shal. 
A dynam ite bomb was exploded in the 
Queen’s bungalow, which was completely 
shattered. 
‘ 
In the afternoon the rebels hoisted a 
w hite sheet, and W ilcox and his men sur­ 
rendered. 
The result of the fight was seven of W il­ 
cox’s men killed and twelve wounded. 
None of the Government party was hurt. 
An inquest was held on the bodies of 
those killed. The verdict was that they 
met their death while in open insurrection 
against the Government. The opera house 
and Government buildings were damaged 
by bullets. 
Wilcox and his men were arrested for 
treason. A num ber of the members of the 
K ing's 
household have been arrested, 
charged with being in league w ith the 
rebels. 
It was freely charged that Princess Lil- 
linokalain was implicated with Wilcox and 
that he he’d secret meetings in her house: 
She denied the truth of this in the most 
positive lerrns. 
The object of W ilcox’s 
attack was to take possession of the Gov­ 
ernm ent and oust the King, whose rule has 
been distasteful to the natives. 
The 
King had 
been unarm ed and 
unw arned of the proposed insurrection. 
Som e tim e before it had been rum ored, but 
he refused to act. 
A t 8 o’clock the United States steamers 
Alert and Xipsic arsived in Honolulu, and 
all was quiet.

“ Thursday night, July 18th, kuowing that 
Bierce did not have a pistol, I took ad­ 
vantage of the tact and told him I would 
never be bis wife and I wanted my release, 
but he said for me not to consider myself 
free from him for one year yet. 
“ I told him he was not doing as he 
promised, and it would do him no good to 
hope on. 
H e only laugned and said, ‘ No 
romance is complete without a tragedy.’

The invention of printing—“The Glory 
of M odern H istory”—may be esteemed as 
the greatest of all hum an achievements, 
having by results so im portant and benefi­ 
cial to m ankind almost revolutionized the 
world. 
The new art was accepted as a gracious 
tribute to C hristianity, as th e first book 
ever printed from movable m etal types 
was “G utenberg’s L atin Bible,” th at ap­ 
peared a t Mainz, in the m iddle of the fif­ 
teenth century. 
In contem plating the 
beauty of the work, it seems marvelous 
th at printing, then in its infancy in the 
Old W orld, should, by a single eflort, have 
attained perfection. 
(It may be well to 
add th at the Syston Park copy of this, the 
most prized of all books in the annals of 
typography, was recently sold in London 
for £3,900 sterling.) 
Europe was then ripe for changes in all 
th at related to the revival of learn in g ; to 
the church and the State. 
Before the close 
of the century the birth of M artin L uther 
and the discovery of America still further 
stim ulated the energies and brightened the 
prospects of the whole family of mankind. 
The sacred history of printing being for 
the most part the secular history of our 
Bible, brief particulars of the efforts made 
two centuries later to promote its introduc­ 
tion into the New W orld may interest the 
reader. 
The earliest publication on this conti­ 
nent of any portion of the Scriptures was 
the translation of the New Testam ent into 
the Natick dialect, the ordinary speech of 
the Indians at the time the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed in 1620. 
This translation 
was made by Jo h n Eliot, a native of Eug- 
land and a graduate of the LTniversitv of 
Cambridge. 
Coming to Boston in 1631, 
and accepting as his special mission the 
conversion of Indians (jvhom he consid­ 
ered to be the descendants of the lost tribes 
of Israel), he acquired at the same a thor­ 
ough knowledge of their language, and de­ 
term in ed to let them have the “ Word of 
God” in their own tribal tongue. 
The work of translation, with the aid of 
an Indian, was the labor of eight y ears; 
and it is now considered to be one of the 
most notable contributions to philology 
made in this country. 
T he New Testa­ 
m ent was first completed and printed at 
Cambridge, (Mass., in 1661; th e Old Testa­ 
m ent followed in 1663. Both are now very 
ra re ; bound together a copy has sold for 
$1,2-50; the New Testam ent for $700. 
In 
the library of the U nited Congregational 
Church here in Newport a first edition of 
E liot’s Indian Bible may be seen by the 
anxious book-hunter. 
A second edition of the New Testam ent 
was printed in 1630; this, bound up wirli 
the Old Testam ent, issued in 1685, consti­ 
tutes the second and last edition of the In ­ 
dian Bible. 
A copy, formerly in the 
library of the M arquis of H astings, sold 
for £200. 
I t is a rem arkable coincidence 
th at the earliest editions of the Bible 
printed in America should have appeared 
so opportunely in a purely American 
language. 
It caused the self-wise Cotton 
M ather to exclaim that “it was the only 
Bible ever printed in America from the 
foundation of the world.” 
John Eliot, “ the Apostle to th e Indians,” 
a designation so appropriate that it has 
secured universal acceptance, died in 1690, 
in his eighty-sixth year. 
His fame rests 
upon his labors in Christianizing the In­ 
dians, but the translation of the Bible is 
his 
im perishable 
monument. 
Cotton 
M ather made the apocryphal assertion 
th at Eliot wrote the entire translation with 
but one and the same quill pen.' 
To meet the demands of emigrants who 
had settled largely in Pennsylvania the 
first edition of the Holy Scriptures in the 
German language, and the first in a Euro­ 
pean tongue, was printed by Christnphe 
Saur, at Germantown, in 1743. 
Copied 
from M artin L u th er’s version it formed a 
ponderous quarto volume of 1.284 pages. 
The price was eighteen shillings, bound 
in leather, w ith brass clasps. 
However, to enable his needy country­ 
men to acquire copies at a reduced rate, 
one H . E. Luther, a wealthy type-founder 
of Frankfort, h*d sent as a gift the fonts 
of type in German text from which the 
edition was printed. 
A t the Brinley sale, 
a few years since, a copy was sold for $350. 
In 1888, more than a century and a half 
after it was started, this still nourishing 
house was reorganized and incorporated in 
Philadelphia, by the direct descendants of 
its worthy founder. 
It is a notable fact th at neither the Old 
nor the New Testam ent was ever printed 
here in the English language till after 
this country had declared independence. 
So oppressive was the monopoly that the 
B ritish Government m aintained over the 
exclusive printing of the Bible th a t it 
never transferred its authority to reprint 
it, even in her own colonies; and every 
copy had to be im ported across the A tlan­ 
tic. 
However, the critical condition of the 
country did not fail to stim ulate local pub­ 
lishers to exertion—as Robert A itken, a 
native of Scotland, who had settled as a 
printer in Philadelphia, issued in 1777, an 
edition of the New Testament, the first in 
the English language with an American 
im print. 
For this breach of privilege, and 
his attachm ent to the cause of American 
inde¡>qudence, A itken was forthw ith im­ 
prisoned. 
A fter his release this zealous Scotchman 
announced to the members of Congress, 
then in session, his intention to print an 
edition of “The E ntire Bible,” and asked 
for their im prim atur, which was readily 
granted, together with the certificates of 
the chaplains, the venerable 
W illiam 
W hite, the future Episcopal Bishop, and 
Rev. l)r. Duffield. 
H ere the action of 
Congress properly term inated, and the cir­ 
culation of th e Bible was, ever after, left 
to the people and th eir pastors. 
A itken’s promised edition, copied from 
th at pearl of great price, the authorized 
English version, appeared in 1782, printed 
in brevier type, w ithout pagination and in 
two duodecimo volumes, having on the 
title-page the significant motto o f '‘V irtue, 
Liberty and Independence.” 
Tbis will 
always be be prized as the first Bible in 
the English language ever printed in 
America. 
Although it has become ex­ 
tremely rare, for the curious it may l>e 
well to add th at a perfect copy is pre­ 
served among the treasures in the I>enox 
Library. 
In 1790 a neat edition of the New Tes­ 
tam ent was printed at New York by H ugh 
Gaine, and another in New Haven by A. 
Morse, the latter replete with errors on 
every page. 
In 1791 the first folio edition 
of a Bible, w ith fifty copper plates, was 
printed at Worcester, Mass., by Isaiah 
Thomas, known in his day as the Iiasker- 
ville of America; the text revised by Dr. 
Bancroft, father of the historian and the 
biographer of W ashington. 
In the same year an edition of the 
Sacred Scriptures was carefully and cor­ 
rectly printed for the use of Quakers by 
one of the frien d s at Trenton, iu New 
Jersey. 
In 
1794 the New Testament, 
w ithout_ the Old, was issued at Boston; 
and in 1/98 the first hot-pressed edition of 
a Bible appeared in handsome form at 
Philadelphia. 
_ In colonial days, under B ritish rule, 
rigid penal laws were enacted and enforced 
against the printing an d vending of Roman 
Catholic w orks; 
even their devotional 
books appeared by stealth. 
However, one 


of the earliest results of the Revolution 
was the freedom of the press. 
The Douai and Rheim s version of the 
Bible_ 
was 
printed 
at 
Philadelphia 
in 1790 by M atthew Carey, “an exile 
from E rin,’’ the only Roman Catholic pub­ 
lisher then in the U nited States. 
W ell 
printed from the Clem entine text, it sold 
for $6. 
Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, 
headed the subscription list, followed by 
the names of not a few of the most dis­ 
tinguished men in th e South. 
A lthough a printing-press was estab­ 
lished at an early period in Rhode Island 
that has since m aintained a prom inent 
place in its annals, the bibliographies of 
B artlett and H am m ett have been searched 
in vain for any m ention of either the 
Old or New Testament. 
In the last year of the last century, A. 
D. 1800, the first edition of a New Testa­ 
ment in the G reek language was issued by 
Isaiah Thomas, the historian of the a rt of 
printing, aptly defined by h im as “the art 
preservative of all the arts.”— Clement 
Fergumn, in Newport (R . I.) News.

Next Saturday eveniDg, August 17th, the 
First A rtillery Regim ent, Colonel J. \V. 
Guthrie, comm anding, will leave this city 
in a special train for Santa Cruz.
